GUNSHU PASS May 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} It is feared that a 
considerable body of Russian cavalry 
and infantry has been cut off by Japa- 
nese southeast of Shanitu. When 
heard from Sunday night, they had 
been forced to cross the west bank of 
the Liao River near Fafumen and com- 
pelled to attempt their escape by a 
road from Defulu. Yesterday, it was 
announced that a big Japanese force 
had taken possession of Laoho River, 
which makes it probable that the Rus- 
gian column is, between two forces of 
the enemy. 

Dispatches om the eat announce 
severe fighting in the region of Eafu- 
men. Prince Troubelskoy'’s detach- 
ment was compelled, because of the 
superior Japanese artillery fire, to 
evacuate the hills north of Shantu 
Station, near the railroad.

The directorship 
of the bank consisted of five men, and 
the three directors present at this 
strange night transfer were Young and 
Boal, now accused of embezzlement, 
and F. E. Davis, to whom the transfer 
was made, and a man whom the police 
have been asked to watch.

PREROGATIVE OF KINGS. 
Monarchs Allured by Etiquette to 
Wear Gloves at All 

Times. 

Baltimore American:] King Ed- 

ward, during his recent stay in Paris, 
attracted a good deal of attention by 
invariably wearing only his right-hand 
gloved, and it appears that, hearing of 
this, quite a large number ot 
men, not only in the French capital, 
but likewise elsewhere on the Conti- 
nent, have decided to adopt the prac- 
tice, regarding it as a fashion worthy 
of being followed in lamentable ignor- 
ance of the fact that it is a prerogative 
of the anointed of the Lord to which it 
is not only ridiculous but likewise dis- 
courteous for anyone to adhere who 
does not happen to be either a full 
fledged monarch, or at any rate, a mem- 
ber of one of the great reigning houses 
of Europe. King Edward, it is true, 
always wears his right-hand glove 
when he shakes hands. But woe be- 
tide any man, not a prince of the blood. 
whe would venture to omit to bare his 
right hand when clasping that of His 
Majesty. At the levees at St. James’ 
Palace, and at the courts at Bucking- 
nam Palace, the o:.clals of the Lord 
Chamberlain's department will not per- 
mii any man to pass before the King 
without his having removed the glove 
from his right hand. Indeed, the eti- 
quette with gloves is very much the 
same as that relating to hats, and in 
in the same way that the King will re- 
main with his hat on while everybody 
mound him is expected to bare his 
head, so does he remain gloved, while 
al. around bim are required to have 
their right hand ungloved. In the 
Middle Ages the etiquette in this re- 
spect was even, far more stringent 
than it is at present. For instance, no 
one was permitted to enter g church 
wearing gloves, which were considered 
just as much out of place as would 
he the retention of the hat upon one's 
head in a sacred edifice. Nor were the 
great officers of the royal and imperial 
courts permitted to wear gloves when 
fulfilling their official duties. In France 
it was even forbidden to the coachmen 
and grooms to enter the royal stables 
without previously removing the gloves 
from their hands. 
Monarchs are supposed to be exempt 
from these rules, and ene may trace the 
prerogative which they enjoy in con- 
nection with the retention of the glove 
on the right hand, to the olden times, 
when the King’s t@uch was held as a 
certain cure for numerous evils, espe- 
claliv scroftla. In those, days when 
sometimes ‘hundreds of sick were 
and laid out in the courtyard 
of the palace that they might be 
touched by the sovereign and so be 
healed, the monarch found it necessary 
to wear a glove in order to escape in- 
fection. And then, too, the touch of 
the anointed of the Lord being looked 
upon as sacred in character, it was 
deemed politic to preserve it from being 
too lightly and inadvertently bestowed. 
I know but of one monarch who never 
wears gloves, not even when in full uni- 
form, or during the coldest weather. 
That ie King Leopold, whose throne is 
of modern origin, and founded long 
after the custom of healing maladies 
by the touch of the sovereign had 
been abandoned. I may add that one 
of the pecuiiar features of the madness 
of his only Sister, the ill-fated ex-Em- 
press Charlotte of Mexico, is that she 
requires a fresh pair of pearl gray, 
four-bution kid gloves, on rising every 
morning throughout the year. If, by 
any mishap, there is no fresti pair at 
hand, and an attempt is made to fur- 
nish her with gloves that are not en- 
tirely new, her

GLASGOW, May i.—James Dalrym- 
ple, general manager of the corporation 
street-car system of Glasgow, who sets 
‘forth a few days hence to help Chicago 
Peorganize her street-car system, has 
received many requests from American 
periodicals for articles on his work in 
Engiand, but has been obliged to de- 
cline them all, as it is against the tra- 
dition of the Glasgow corporation for 
its officials to contribute articles on 
their work to the press. 

“Since the Glasgow system was taken 
over by the municipality in 1894," he 
said to your correspondent, “it has 
been conducted by the corporation with 
marked success, and the citizens are 
today proud of their tramway system. 

“Since we started in 1894 the system 
has of course, been greatly extended 
and today reaches in all directions con- 
siderably beyond the municipal boun- 
daries. Indeed, for tramway purposes 
Glasgow has no boundaries, the object 
of the corporation being to bring all 
the outlying communities within seven 
or eight miles. of the city into closer 
touch with Glasgow as the center. 
This scheme is being steadily carried 
out, and in a few years will be almost 
complete. 

“We have, from time to time, re- 
duced the fares, and I think we are now 
almost at bed-rock, the object of the 
corporation being, of course, to carry 
as many people as possible at the small- 
est fare which will yield a safe work- 
ing margin. We also operate the sys- 
tem cheaply; indeed, I do not know 
that there is any tramway company or 
municipality operating their system as 
cheaply as we do in Glasgow. 

“We have, from year to year, made 
considerabie surpluses, but these have 
[ always been applied in writing down 
the capital expenditure and thus re- 
‘ducing our indebtedness, because we 
may be face ta face some day with a 
change of traction, and we do not de- 
sire that the department should be 
loaded with the debt of more than one 
system. I may my that, although we 
started with an entirely new horse 
traction system in 1894, every item of 
capital expenditure has been cleared 


With an automobile service in con- 
nection with the cars of the Pacific 
Electric, Monrovia is going to make a 
bid to join the front rank of tourist re- 
sorts.

THOUSANDS OF FEET WASTED 
AT SANTA MARIA. 


— —-— 
Enough to Supply City of 50,000 
People Produced from Two Wells 
and Destroyed With No Benefit to 
Anyone—Santa Fe’s Midway Deal 
Confirmed. 


Enough gas is flowing from two wells 
in the Santa Maria oil district to sup- 
ply a city of 50,000 inhabitants, but no 
effort has been made to ern it 
into useful channels, 

The big Hartnell gusher that was 
brought in early last December by the 
Union Ol Company is still flowing un- 
impeded at a rate of 8000 barrels a day. 
The company is unable to check this 
powerful well that has produced more 
than a million barrels of oll. Every 
effort has been made to store the oil, 
but only a very small part of it has 
ren saved. The ch nas mad over 
the surface of the ground, and has 
filled several small lakes made by 
damning up the valley. From one of 
these the oi] is being pumped to Or- 
cutt. 

From this well it. estimated that 
9000 feet of gas is flowing daily. It is 
converted into a separate pipe and run 
to the top of the hill, where it is burnt. 
The flames shoot up in the air for 
twenty feet and can be seen by night 
from a radius of many miles on all 
sides. Six thousand feet of natural 
gas is escaping from another gusher 
owned by the Brookshire company. 
This gas*is not the dry gas which is 
in demand among oil men, but is nev- 
ertheless valuable for lighting and 
heating purposes. The only objection 
to it is that it is able to condense 
under a high pressure. No attempt 
has been made by the residents of 
Santa Maria to turn this valuable fuel 
into commercial purposes, although 
the supply is sufficient to supply a city 
many times the size of Santa Maria,

DUCATORS OF 
NOTE CHOSEN. 


PROFS. DIXON AND BEANE TO 
TEACH IN U.S.C. 
Former, Who Will Fill Chair of 
English, a Savant of international 
Fame, and the Latter, Head of De- 
partment of Physics, a Man of Wide 
Learning. 


Prof. James Main Dixon, of interna- 
tional fame as an educator, was called 
to the chair of English of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California at the 
annual meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, held yesterday afternoon in the 
Conservative Life building. 

As predicted in The Times on Sun- 
day, Prof. Dixon was the unanimous 
choice of the men who are directing 
the affairs of the Methodist institution, 
and the noted instructor will take 
charge of the English department the 
coming year. 

Prof. George S. Beane, Ph. D., now 
at the head of the department of 
physics of Upper Iowa University, was 
chosen as head of the physics depart- 
ment of U.S.C. Prof. Beane is well 
known in the East. He is a young 
man, an enthusiast in his line, and 
has an excellent record as an instruc- 
tor. He is a graduate of the State 
University of Minnesota, from which 
institution he also received his degree. 
He will come to the Methodist univer- 
sity with a fund of information reaped 
from among the finest institutions of 
learning in the land. 

Contrary to the riginal custom of 
the local Methodist university, the an- 
nual meeting and election of the fac- 
ulty of the school has been dispensed 
with, and during the administration 
of President Bovard the formal meet- 
ing of the board has been held at the 
close of the year, but the peculiar for- 
mality of “hiring over again” the sev- 
eral professors has no place in the 
routine work. 

The final meeting of the board win 
be held on Tuesday, June 13. and there 
is every probability that the present 
faculty, with the addition of several 
other noted Instructors, will form the 
teaching force of the University of 
Southern Californie for

Becoming a City.

Salt Lake Making an Effort 
to Secure Trade.

LAS VEGAS (Nev.) May 21.—From 
morning to night the sound of the ham- 
mer is heard, and the new town on the 
desert is going up in a manner which is 
surprising even to those who predicted 
rapid growth. Town lots are still te 
be had at the original price, and there 
is still some demand for them, but the 
company has sold most of the choice lo- 
cations, 

It costs something to ship supplies 
into the gold district from here. One 
freighter left two days ago for Bullfrog 
With sixteen mules and a big wagon 
with a trailer. The freight bill to be 
collected from this point to Bullfrog 
Was an even $1000. 

Prospectors are coming from Arizona 
and New Mexico, and within twenty- 
five miles of here they report some good 
prospects. Many of them are looking 
for the. lost mine on the Big Muddy, 
some thirty miles from Las Vegas. 
There has been one tragedy over that 
mine. Two men knew of its location, 
and during a quarrel one was killed. 
The other is serving a penitentiary sen- 
tence. He is the only person who can 
tell where the rich claim is, but he is 
not telling. When he is released he ex- 
pects to become a millionaire. Mean- 
while scores of prospectors are trying 
to find the ledge. 

The health of the town is so good the 
doctors and the undertakers find fault 
with business. There is no in a 
Las Vegas cemetery property. 

Prospectors returned yesterday from 
the mountain peak, and report two feet 
of snow. They could do no prospecting. 

Hotel accommodations here are not 
yet up to the Los Angeles standard. 
Hotel Las Vegas is not fireproof, for it 
is built of heavy canvass. There are 
thirty-one rooms, with a good dining- 
room. The dust here will penetrate 
anything, and to be happy one should 
not try to be to clean. All the com- 
forts of a well regulated home cannot 
be found in the new town at the front, 
but this place will ayerage up with the 
best of them. 

A big automobile started for Bullfrog 
this morning with five persons and a 
banner on which was inscribed: “‘Bull- 
frog or Bust.“ If they follow the 
freighters’ road, they may have trouble, 
as the freighters have declared no one 
can use that road but themselves. 

An unmarked grave tells of the sud- 
den death of some one who took fodder 
that did not belong to him, and was 
caught in the act. Here on the frontier 
it pays to be honest, because it is dan- 
gerous to be found to be otherwise. 

The Land and Water Company will 
use water power to light the town, as 
there is an eighty-foot fall from the 
springs to the town. A gas company 
will be organiged as soon as enough ap- 
plicants can be secured to make it 
worth while. An ice plant is to be es- 
tablished. People are praying for ice 
that now comes all ‘the way from Los 
Angeles. 

Salt Lake merchants do not propose 
to stand by and see Los Angeles gobble 
up all the business here. One Salt Lake 
firm has sent in several carloads of 
goods, despite the fact that the freight 
rate is higher than from Los An- 
simply made the price 
right, got the business. 
There is every reason to believe that 
there will be keen competition between 
the two cities, and it behooves Los An- 
geles merchants to look to their inter- 
ests if they want the Las Vegas bDusi- 
ness to come their way. 

There is no Sunday here. Work on 
the new building goes ahead on the 
first day of the week as on the fourth 
or fifth, or any other day. Churches 
are not very numerous as yet; in fact, 
the skyline of this town would not dis- 
close any great number of steeples. If 
religious services are held they are held 
privately in tents, and no public an- 
nouncement of them is made. 

There is a justice of the peace here to 
look after the peace and dignity of the 
great State of Nevada, but he does not 
have a great deal of criminal business, 
He is an ex-Mayor of a town in Wash- 
ington. One can find former city offi- 
cials from all parts of the country here, 
but there has not been much time for 
the organization of polotical parties or 
campaign clubs. No officers have been 
elected as_yet, but that will come later, 
after the newcomers get through with 
their first work of home building. 

There has been but little disorder 
here. The people seem to be following 
that unwritten law of all frontier 
towns—attending strictly to their own 
business and treating their neighbors 
as well as they will permit themselves 
to be treated.

SAN BERNARDINO.

Discoverer of Noted Kern County 
Mine and of Silver Deposit at iven- 
pah—Saved Tenderfoot Party Lured 
Away by Indians—San Francisco 
Judge to Hear Water Suit. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 23.—An- 
@rew McFarlane, the pioneer prospec- 
tor and settler, died at an early hour 
this morning. of injuries sustained 
ut day afternoon, when he fell down 
A steep flight of stairs at a local room- 
ing-house. He did not regain con- 
sciousness. His death was anticipated, 
as the physicians early announced that 
internal hemorrhage had commenced 
an he could not survive. . 

McFariane was one of the most ven- 
turesome mining men of this section. 
He was known all over the State as the 
Miscoverer of the Long Tom mine in 
Kern county, which has produced 
many millions in gold. He also dis- 
eovered the Ivanpah mines, in this 
oer ty, the discovery being the first 
ver deposit uncovered. He sold the 
Long 
Ivanpah properties were jumped, the 
jJuripers murdering his brother John. 

Among his thrilling adventures was 
the rescue of a party of five tenderfeet, 
Who had been lured into the Yosemite 
In 1852 by Indians. They had set forth 
with an Indian guide from Fresno and, 
arriving in the valley, were surprised, 
two being killed, and the others cor- 
nered. McFarlane learned of their 
plight and with six others started to 
the: rescue, killing the Indian chief and 
had a hot fight with the tribe before 
routing the red men and saving the 
tencerfoot party. 

McFarlane is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. D. Cates of Los Angeles, and 
two sons, who reside in Fresno, while 
he has two sistersinthe East and two 
Drcthers, Thomas and William, promi- 
nent mining men of this city. The 
funeral will take place tomorrow aft- 
@rroon under the auspices of the San 
Bertardino Pioneer Society.

RIVERSIDE, May 23.—One of the 
most sweeping decisions ever rendered 
in this county was brought in late last 
evening when a judgment was granted 
to the plaintiff in the case of F. P. Mer- 
ritt against the trustees of the city 
ot Riverside and the Superintendent of 
Streets of this city. The jury, com- 
posed of twelve representative men 
and property holders of this city, 
brought in a verdict for the plaintiff 
to recover $1000 from T. K. Seburn, the 
Street Superintendent, and $5 from each 
of the four trustees, C. L. McFarland, 
Osear Ford, J. W. Chase and J. T. 
Lawler. 

The case has been one of vital inter- 
est to all entrusted with the city’s wel- 
fare, and has been in the courts almost 
a week. The plaintiff, F. P. Merritt, 
was injured while walking along Lo- 
cust street, near Seventh, by stepping 
off the sidewalk into the road, which 
had been lowered some two feet by 
the rovements recently made. 
The ‘accident occurred last October, 
and in February Mr. Merritt filed a 
suit against the City Trustees and the 
Street Superintendent to recover $25,- 
000 damages. The decision is consid- 
ered of importance, in that it will affect 
all subsequent street improvements in 
this and other cities of the sixth class, 
in an important way. 

The decision is interpreted as mak- 
ing the City Trustees responsible for 
the condition of all the roads in the 
city, and, should there be any roads 
near embankments of any kind, it will, 
under this decision, be the duty of 
the trustees to fence all such roads. 

The importance of the decision to this 
city in particular is great. The City 
Trustees had in contemplation many 
improvements of an extensive nature 
which were to have been made in the 
coming summer, among whick were the 
oiling of the streets and repairing of a 
number of roads. 

In the light of this recent decision, 
however, these improvements will be 
as the city money will 
rather have to be used “to fence the 
roads we now have than to improve 
others which we know of.” as the City 
Engineer estimate he cost of fencing 
the roads in question and putting them 
in the required shape to be in the neigh- 
borhoed of $50,000. 

The effect of this decision was shown 
in the meeting of the City Trustees 
this morhing. when a motion was 
passed requesting the Street Superin- 
tendent to prepare an estimate of the 
cost of feu ing certain important road- 
ways of the ~_ and another motion 
requesting the Riverside Water Com- 
pany to protect all of its open ditches 
running within the lines of the streets 
of the city. 

Its effect. however, was shown in a 
more striking way by the resignation 
of J. T. Lawler from the Board of 
Trustees. Capt. Lawier's resignation 
explains the situation very nicely. It 
ran as follows: 

RIVERSIDE, May 25, 1995. 

To the Honorable Board of Trustees. 
Gentiemen: I herewith tender my res- 
ignation as a Trustee and ask that it 
be acted upon at It is with re- 
gret that I take this action, as our in- 
tercourse with one another has at all 
times been of the pleasantest nature, 
but on account of the ruling of the 
judge and the action of the twelve rep- 
resentative citizens with the Merritt 
case, I feel that it is a warning to 
the board to look for no relief at the 
hands of the people in any future en- 
tanglements, and I, for one, am not will- 
ing to slave and toil any longer with- 
out any compensation for such an un- 
appreciative people. 

Respectfully, J. T. LAWLER. 

On account of the absence of Trus- 
tees Ford and Chase no action was 
taken concerning this resignation.

Says When She Receives It

Odell, accompanied by his wife and 
child, came to Redlands from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., three months ago, the 
change being advised by a physician on 
account of Mrs. Odell's throat. 

The husband and father owned a 
drug store in Pittsburgh, which he dis- 
posed of before leaving for California, 
and upon arriving in this city secured 
a position as clerk with the Spoor Drug 
Company. Although an excellent phar- 
macist, Odell was not sufficiently fa- 
millar with the English language to 
hold his position, and after a short 
time went to Los Angeles to look for 
work. Mrs. Odell says that he went 
into partnership with someone “in a 
cigar store, but concerning the name 
of the partner and the location of the 
store she is ignorant, having addressed 
her letters to No. 317 South Main street, 
where he roomed. 
Monday she received the letter above 
referred to, written in Russian, and 
full of despair and heartbreak. He 
wrote that he had made every prepa- 
ration necessary for concealment as 
te his identity, having arranged to give 
ur his room, send his trunk to the 
Station, and after registering at a ho- 
tel at a distance from Los Angeles, to 
to commit suicide, the revolver with 
which he meditated destruction being in 
his pocket, he claimed, at the time of 
writing. 

“I cannot understand,” moaned the 
stricken wife, as, stunned and mysti- 
fied, she told her story today to a 
Times representative, “why if he were 
going to die, he need go away from 
Los Angeles. I would have gone to 
him when I received his letter, but 
he said it would be too late, and now 
I do not know what to do.” 

Mrs. Odell, who joined her husband 
in America only a year and a halt 
ago, speaks excellent English, although 
with a slight accent, and has the 
bearing and address of a woman of 
culture and refinement.
